BAN OS THE BOCKS. 


LONDON, fe«pt. 24.—The Wasp, a British 


guuboat, carrying four guns and having a 
registered tonnage of 465 tons, and belong- 
ing to the Navy Coast-defense Service, was 
wrecked o!T Tory Island, County Donegal, 
on the northwest coast of Ireland, yester- 
day. 
Firty-two men. Including all the offi-

They were taken to the light- 
house, vvheio tliey still remain. _ The sea 
between tho light-house and the mainland

RAILWAY WRECKS. 


lany Fasseufrora Narrowly E&capa Cre-- 
matlon In a Smash-Up on the Chicago A 
Alton Railroad—Several Persona Injured 
—A Disaster In Vermont, 
ST. Louis, Sept 24.—Between one aud 


two o'clock yesterday morning a terrible 
accident occurred on the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad at tne foot of a steep grade be- 
tween Pontiac and New Lexington. The 
regular night express, which leaves Chi- 
cago at 9:05, was coming down the steep 
incline 
when 
tlie 
piston-rod 
of the 


engine 
broke, 
necessitating 
9 
stop 


at the foot of the grade. The trainmen got 
out to fix the damaged rod and orders were 
given to flag the freight which was coming 
up behind. It was too lute. The freight 
train came thundering down, crushing Into 
th« rear sleeper filled with passengers. The 
last sleeper was tlirown on its side by the 
freight engine, which plowed In under it, 
and 
was 
then 
covered 
by 
four 


freight cars, 
which 
came 
piling up 


one after another. The passengers seat- 
ed in 
the chair 
cars 
were 
thrown 


violently forward by the jar, and many 
were seriously bruised by the shock. 
None 


was so badly hurt as to prevent his depart- 
ure from the car. Tlie rain poured down 
in torrents, and the wreck at the rear of 
the train was concealed from view for a 
few momenta until a briuht glare brose 
trom the freight cars, where some oils had 
taken 
fire.

A New Interpretation of the Act Regula- 


ting Tbelr 
Entry Into the United 
btatea. 
SAN FRANCISCO, CaL, Sept ai.—Justice 


Field, hearing Chinese habeas corpus cases 
yesterday, ruled tlut a wife could not enter 
on hor husband's certificate. A new and 
extraordinary feature relating to the Chi- 
nese of the exempt class under the amended 
Chinese .Restriction act has been devel- 
oped. Collector of Port Saars held—and his 
JJeputy Collector Jerome—that Chinese mar- 
chants resident in the United SUtes, who 
purpose visiting any foreign country, must 
first go to China and procure a certificate 
from the Chinese Government or they will 
not bo permitted to re-enter the United 
States. Thus, a Chinese merchant who 
wantedjto go to Btitish Columbia to see 
about the business of his branch house 
would first have to go to China to procure a 
certificate from the Chinese Government 
before he would be permitted to come back 
home to San Francisco, and, as the certifi- 
cate would be taken upon his landing, lie 
would have to repeat his trip to China every 
time he had occasion to visit any point on 
the coast outside the United States terrl 
tory.

The peoplt 
having no work cannot purchase cot- 
ton or woolen goods, carpets, furni- 
ture nor lumber to build homes, anrt 
capitalists find that cards and looms 
and engines do not wear clothes, thai 
planers, shapers and turning lathei- 
do not sit in cane-bottom chair", npi
